FIGHTING GOES^ON TODAY 


The Turks Hold the Main Pass on the Frontier. 


Greek Army of 25,000 is Adiancing 


Into Turkish Territory, 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


Athena, April 19.—Firing commenced 


this rooming between the'Turks and 
GreekeCat several points on the frontier, 
"Col. Manos ut the heed of 25,000 Greek 
troops has crossed the river and is now 
entering South Albania, after driving 
back the Turkish advance posts. Prince 
Nicholas, the third son of King George 
has been ordered to command a battery 
of artillery. 


The town of Elassonla is deserted by the 


inhabitants who have fled northward 
toward Salonioa fearing that the fighting 
between the Turks and Greets will ex- 
tend to that town. The Imperial Otto- 
man bank at Constantinople has offered 
to establish and maintain at its own ex- 
pense a hospital for the wounded at Elaa- 
Bonia, 


Washington. April 19.—Secretary of 


State Sherman is in possession today of 
important war news from Constantinople. 
Minister TerrlH has been sending cypher 
dispatches. He Bays the Grecian minister 
has been informed that he must leave 
Turkey before Wednesday. . He is not 
permitted 'to communicate with, the Greek 
government by telegraph. There are per- 
haps 40,000 Greek subjects in Turkey, all 
ordered to leave in 15 days. 


Minister Terrill also sends word that 


the Turkish troops are so scattered along 
the border of Thessaly that they cannot 
quickly concentrate for decisive battle. 
This may enable the Greek army to figat 
them in detail.

Island of Corfu, April 19.—The Greok 


forces here are are preparing to follow up 
the advantage gained yesterday by the 
bombardment of Prevassa. The troops 
are now advancing on Fillipiada, north- 
west of Arta. A detachment of Greek 
troops numbering 1000 is in readiness to 
land at 1'revassa, tbe Turkish fortified 
position north of tbe entrance to the Gulf 
ofArta. The Turkish forts at this place 
have been almost completely destroyed 
by the bombardment of the Greek fleet. 
Many of the forts have been reduced to 


Ellassona, Macedonia, April 19 —The 


Turkish forces at midnight were holding 
their position in Milouna pass, where the 
war ia hottest. It is believed that today 
the battle will be decisive and fierce. The 
Turks say that the whole pass is now in 
their possession, as well as all the com- 
manding heights and denies. 


The Turkish losses thus far are reported 


at 30 killed. The Associated Press cor- 
respondent counted 100 Greek corpses on 
the hill opposite the Turkish position. 
The Turks declare the Greeks were drunk 
during the fighting, being constantly sup- 
plied with liquor. 


Paris, April 19,— At a cabinet meeting 


this morning it was decided not tu modify 
the policy of non-intervention in Greek- 
TnrkiBh affairs previously adopted by 
France. The French embassy will take 
under its protection the Greek Catholics 
in Turkey. At the close of the meeting 
the French ministers of foreign affairs re- 
ceived the Greek minister to France, M. 
Delyannis, 


Athens, April 19 —A late special 


sitting ot the legislative assembly 
was held last evening. The public gal- 
leries were' crowded. Amid intense ex- 
citement M. Delyannis, the premier, an- 
nounced that the Turkish government 
had notified Greece of the rupture of 
diplomatic relations on the ground of 
the aggressive attitude of the Greek 
government. In a co»l but most delib- 
erate speech he reviewed the recent 
events to show, on the contrary, that 
Turkey had been the aggressor, that 
her troops had attacked the Greeks and 
attempted to occupy neutral positions 
and that her batteries at Prevesa had 
sunk the Greek ship Macedonia. 
"Turkey," t,aid M. Delyannis, "de- 


clares war against us. "We accept it." 
This statement was received with pro- 
longed cheers from the galleries and 
the floor of the chamber. 


The premier then read dispatches re- 


citing the events which had happened 
on the frontier, and with reference to 
the reported capture of Monexa he said 
that the batteries at that important po- 
sition had been brought into action, but 
he knew nothing as to its alleged cap- 
ture. He added that the Turks, after 
repeated attempts to force a passage at 
Reveni, which commands the road to 
Larissa, had been driven back. 


The leader of the opposition, amid re- 


newed cheers from all parts of the 
chamber and from the galleries, elo- 
quently indorsed the patriotic declara^ 
tions of M. Delyannis. 


Asslm Bey h£.s handed to M. Skouzes, 


the Greek minister of foreign affairs, 
the following note: 


"In consequence of the aggressive at- 


titude of Greece, diplomatic relations 
between the king of the Hellenes and 
his imperial majesty, the sultan of 
Turkey, and their respective govern- 
ments arc hereby broken off. 


"The Greek minister at Consta^tino- 


ple and the Greek consuls have been 
ordered to quit Turkish territory. For 
th^ same reason the Turkish consuls in 
Greece have been recalled to Constan- 
tinople. Within a fortnight from the 
date of this announcement all Greek 
subjects must leave Turkish territory 
Ottoman subjects now on Greek terr 
tory have been InviiM to leave it with 
in the same period. 


telegraphs that the Greek-steamer Mac- 
edonia, which was fired upon yesterday 
by the Turkish batteries while leaving 
the gulf of Ambracia, did not sink in 
deep water, but was able to run ashore 
near the entrance of the gulf. 


It appears that the bombardment of 


Prevesa only began at 11:30 a. m., 
-whereas the Turkish forts there opened 
a hot fire upon Actktm at 5:30 a. m. 
Actlum was formerly a telegraph sta- 
tion, but the building was converted in- 
to a fort and was garrisoned by 500 men. 
The Turkish fire completely destroyed 
It, several of the garrison being killed 
and wounded, although the Turkish aim 
was often wide. 


The Greek commander requested in- 


structions by telegraph, and the minis- 
ter of war ordered, him to bombard 
Prevesa immediately. At 10 o'clock a, 
m. the Shafldaki fort fired a few shots 
on a Greek gunboat, which replied, ef- 
fectually silencing the Turkish battery. 
At II o'clock the Greeks began to at- 
tack the Turkish forts outside the en- 
trance of the gulf, partly to divert the 
enemy's attention and partly in order 
to prevent the massacre of the Greeks 
e,t Prevesa. 


The Greek Ironclad Spetzai has arriv- 


ed, to assist in bombarding Prevesa, and 
the gunboats cpntinue to bombard fiom 
Inside the gulf. 


According to the latest telegram from 


Actium 2,000 Greeks have crossed the 
gulf of Arta from Vonitza to Salogora 
and are now marching on Prevesa. Va- 
rious reports are current as to the land- 
ing 
uf the insurgent bands on the 


Chalkis peninsula. Bugles are sounding 
in various quarters o£ the city, soldiers 
are hastening to their barracks, and 
bodies of troops, hurriedly equipped, are 
being dispatched to the front amid en- 
thusiastic ovations from the crowds 
that fill the streets. 


In the fighting on the frontier the 


Turks have occupied Ana and Enilouna, 
but they have not succeeded in taking 
Kata. 


The engagement at Milouna pass was 


of the fiercest character, and the losses 
were heavy on both sides. The Turks 
destroyed two pieces of Greek artillery. 
The Greeks captured an entire battery 
from the Turks. 


Three Greek officers o£ high rank 


•were killed. 
A large body cf Greek 


troops is now marching against Me- 
nesse. 


A telegram from Trinkhala says that 


the Greeks brigade defending1 Revein 
has advanced into Damazi Plain and 
occupied Vigha, which commands the 
plain, after capturing the Turkish bat- 
tery there. 


Turkey's Official Statement. 


Constantinople, April 19.—An official 


communication 
to the 
newspapers 


states that the imperial government 
has spared no pains to preserve peace; 
but that Greece, having sent troops 
to Crete in defiance of the wish of the 
powers and having begun hostilities on 
the frontier, has compelled Turkey to 
defend her Integrity attd to retaliate by 
an act of war. 


The minister of war was give* ex- 


plicit orders to Edhem Pasha in accord- 
ance with an imperial ira^e approving 
the decision of the council and adopting 
the plan of operations formulated by 
the military commission. The irade 
throws the entire responsibility for the 
war upon Greece. 


Edhem Pasha is authorized to take 


immediate action, defensive or offen- 
sive, in accordance with this plan and 
in the exercise of his best Judgment. 


"The 
porte has handed his passports 


to Prince Maurocordato, the Greek min- 
ister to Turkey, together with a note 
announcing the breaking off of diplo- 
matic relations between the two gov- 
ernments and the recall of Assim Bey 
and the Turkish consuls. It invites 
Prince Maurocordato and all Greek 
consuls on Turkish territory to quit the 
confines of the empire, giving the Greek 
iubjects'15 days notice. Prince Mauro- 
cordato will leave tomorrow by the 
Austrian mailhoat.

"Washington, April 19.—The senate will 


conclude its consideration of the appro- 
priation bills this week. The Indian 
bill is expected to pass at an .early date, 
and the sundry civil and agricultural 
will follow hi the order named. There 
Is no expectation -that there will be any 
prolonged debate upon any of the tollla. 
There will be an effort to amend the 
sundry civil bill by the addition of a 
provision for the regulation of the for- 
est reservations. This may lead to 
some discussion, but the friends of the 
amendment do not anticipate much 
trouble in having the amendment 
agreed to. 


Senator Davis will make another at- 


tempt in executive session to'get a day 
fixed for taking a vote OIL the- arbitra- 
tion treaty. 
He has announced his 


purpose to press the-treaty to ftnal ac- 
tion at an early a date as possible. Ha 
expects to have little difficulty in se- 
curing- an agreement for a date, but 
some of the objecting.senators'intimate 
that there still-may be opposition. The 
matter of pairs hag been definitely ar- 
ranged on the basis oE two votes tot 
the treaty to one against It. It is not 
believed that a great deal.of time will 
be given to the treaty,1 during- the week, 
whatever the degree of Mr. Davis' suc- 
cess in securing an agreement for a 
date for a vote. 


The bankruptcy bill will continue to 


hold Its place on the calendar as the 
unfinished business, but It probably will 
not be seriously pressed. Senator Mor- 
gan has announced his intention to In- 
sist daily upon the consideration of.his 
Cuban resolution during the morning 
hour, but he will not -block other busi- 
ness with it. 


The Senate Committee*. 


Much of' the senate's time will toe 


given to the question of the organiza- 
tion of the senate committees. The 
Republican senators will caucus on the 
subject tonight. 


If the programme proposed Is accept- 


ed, both the Republicans and the oppo- 
sition will proceed to make selections 
for the committee vacancies, and this 
work will require very delicate ad- 
justment in order \o satisfy conflicting 
claims. If the plan is not agreed to by 
the Republicans, the coalition of Dem- 
ocrats, Populists and silver Republi- 
cans will on Tuesday move to fill some 
of the committee vacancies with the 
view of continuing the process until all 
are filled. At least, such is the presftnt 
programme. 


The house this week -will continue 


the programme of three day adjourn- 
ments unless the Indian'appropriation 
bill is returned from the senate wban 
it meets on Wednesday. The compli- 
cations arising out of the situation in 
ea&tern Europe possibly may figure in 
the proceetJlngs o£ both houses the 
latter part of the week. 


Greek* Arming i.t Artc. 


Arta, April 19,—The mayor of Arta 
has distributed rifles to all male inhab- 
itants of the town. The transfer of all 
public offices and official records from 
Arta to Konipote is now proceeding. 
The town Is almost deserted. 


A band of insurgents have entered 


Macedonia and are now advancing In. 
the direction of- Koniskos, 


To Cut the Salonika Ballroart line. 
Salonika, April 19.—Greek bands have 


landed at Elevetheropoli, west of Ka- 
vala, and are marching on Goyran, dis- 
tant about one kilometer from Dedea- 
gatch. Their design is evidently to cut 
the railway line to Salonika, Turkish 
troops have been sent In pursuit and 
there has been fighting, but the result 
is not yet known here. 


Turkish Batterte* Destroyed. 


Athens, April 19.—Dispatches from Vo- 


nitza say that the Greek fleet landed 
troops to occupy Skaftdikl after the 
warships silenced the Turkish 
bat- 


teries, which were completely destroyed. 
A portion of the squadron immediately 
left for Freveea harbor. 


Valuable Volume . For Exporter*, 


Washington, April*!!) —The bureau of 
the state department has. just received 
from the printer the annual "Review 
of the "World's Commerce," a, volume 
introductory to the commercial rela- 
tions of the United'States with foreign 
countries. This little volume is full of 
figures giving- in compact form a great 
deal of information that must* be of 
value to persona interested • in tbe ex- 
port trade, as it is easy to ascertain 
from its pages the state of our trade 
relations with any country in the "world. 
An interesting feature of'the publica- 
tion is an introduction - by Frederick 
Emory, chief of the bureatt of-statistics 
of the state department, summarizing 
certain of the more Important sections 
of the volume. 


Mr, Emory aays the figures-he gives 


establish the el&nlficant fact that the 
foreign trade of tbe United States last 
year showed a steady increase in the 
export of momifactin-ed goods, the per- 
centage of such exports rising from 
24.93 per cent in 18% to 25.71 last year. 
Meantime the percentage of agricultu- 
ral exports declined slightly from S7.*S 
to 67.38. Mr. Emory finds adflltional 
confirmation of the relatively rapid ad- 
vance of the foreign trade of the United 
States in some figures presented to the 
British parliament by the British board 
of trade, showing that while Great 
Britain still retains her l«ad*over otrrar 
countries in exports ot manufactures) 
the United States is advancing at a 
more rapid pace than the mother coun- 
try and that that advance was larger 
in amount and much larger in propor- 
tion than the advance made by Ger- 
many. 


Death of an Accomplished Woman. 
Chicago, April 19.—Mrs. Caroline H. 


Clowry, wife of Colonel Robert C. 
Clowry, vice president and general su- 
perintendent of the Western Union 
Telegraph company, Chicago, died at 
Lincoln, Neb., of apoplectic paralysis. 
The funeral will take place from the 
residence of her mother in O.malm. Mrs. 
Clowry was the only daughter of the 
late Hon. Experience Estabrook, who 
was attorney general of Wisconsin in 
the early days. Mrs. Clowry was a wom- 
an of rare c«Hure and accompllishment. 
Her musical compositions ware numer- 
ous, one of her earliest efforts reaching 
the extraordinary sale of over-1,000,600 
copies.

NO CAPTURE NOR CLUE 


Joe Kelley, Supposed Bank Robber and Mur- 


derer, Seemsj Farther from Cap- 


ture Today Than Before. 


iSrecial Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


Montreal, April 19.^Joe Kelley, the 


man suspected of the murder of Cashier 
Btioktmy at Southwoith, N. H., ia aa far 
from capture at noon today as any time 
since the murder. 


All laat night thia«iby was the center of 


an active but fruitleps search. 
No sure 


clue ia the result. 


Detective Cadhenter, chief of the city 


end Provincial detective forces went to 
Quebec this morniDg to look up a trail 
which was struck there ia the hunt for 
KeUey. What ifc amDtmt»to IB not known, 
but a wire says it IB "promising." 


This chase after Kelly is destined to go 


into history as one of'the most remarka- 
ble of ita kind. A daring robbsry and 
fiendish murder was committed in broad 


light, the supposed murderer was 


8«en by dozens of people to whom he was 
well known. 


He was traced into Maine and step by 


step has been followed through his long 
journey by a force of skilful detectives and 
at last has so successfully bidden himself 
that there isabaoluteJy no cine to where 
he baa gone. 


Two of the American detectives have 


gone to St. John, N. B., where ifc is said he 
may have gone, and the other two remain 
iiere. 


Opinion ia divided as to where he is in 


hiding. The clew which leads to Quebec 
way is promising and now the best one. 


The only news today of the pursuit of 


Kelley is on the whole discouraging. He 
seems farther from capture than ever. 


Somergworth, N. H., April 19.—The 


police are still hard at work getting 
evidence with which they think they 
can connect Joe Kelley with the murder 
o£ Cashier Stlckncy and the robbery of 
the Great Palls bank, and they have 
succeeded in bringing two important 
clews together la a strong, circum- 
stantial manner to show by whom the' 
crime was committed. 


The first was the finding of Keiley's 


'bJack derby hat, which he was known 
to have worn and which has a big stain 
of blood on the ciown. This was found 
in Chamberlain's livery stable at Mil- 
ton. The second clew is the finding of 
two halves of the- large shpet of wrap- 
ping paper, one of which was found in 
the bank and the other tn Keiley's room 
opposite the bank. 


The authorities, have traced Keiley's 


movements and learn that he drove to 
Milton on the day of the crime and 
robbery. They found that he had hitch- 
ed his team just outside the village and 
called at the house of Farmer Jones, 
which Is located about a quarter of a 
mile from the village proper. Here he 
met Miss Jones and asked if her father 
was aroiiGoL as he wished to nut un his 


team tor a Gay or two. Miss J ones," wno 
it appears was alone in the house, as- 
sured4ilm that they were unable to ac- 
commodate him, and after a little 
further tionversation Kelloy departed. 
From there Kelley walked to a cloth- 
ing store, owned by John Mason, where 
he purchased a light spring- overcoat 
and a slate colored derby hat. 


He then went for his team and drove 


to Chamberlain's livery stable and 
asked that the horae be put up for a 
short time, stating that he was going 
to Sanbornville, about 10 miles distant, 
by train to sell some spectacles and 
that he would return later in the day. 


The hostler states that he did not 


know Kelley, but that Kellej was quite 
nervous and apparently uncertain as to 
how long he would remain or when he 
would bo likely to return for his team. 


Kelley Was Nervous. 


Kelley afterward took* the 4:10 p. m. 


train on the Boston and Maine railroad 
at Milton station, but did not purchase 
a ticket for any point on the road. He 
boarded the train by the rear platform, 
evidently with the intention of avoid- 
ing coming in contact with the con- 
ductor. The train reached Union be- 
fore the latter discovered Kelley, and 
then he requested his fare. Kelley re- 
marked, "I came aboard the train at 
Union and wish to get oft at Sanborn- 
vUle," and accordingly paid his fare 
for that point. 


The second clew relates to two por- 


tions of yellow wrapping paper. 
Kel- 


ley had called at Tebbetts' clothing stoie 
in Somersvllle and asked Mr. Tebbetts 
if he could oblige him with a large 
sheet of wrapping paper. Mr. Tebbetts 
gave him a double finest of ordinary 
manilla wrapping paper about four feet 
square. On it \va.s pasted a label of a 
Boston firm. 


The broken window in the Great Falls 


National bank had been covered up 
with a portion of this paper, but out of 
it the label of the Boston Rim had been 
cut. 
Nothing- was thought, however, 


at the time of the paper being placed 
over the broken window, but when 
searching Kollev's office opposite the 
bank the officials found a duplicate of 
the paper lying: on the floor. An Inves- 
tigation brought out the fact that only 
Mr. Tebbetts handled such a piece of 
paper, which he identified as that given 
by him to Kelley on Friday. Mr. Teb- 
betts also stated tliat the paper was 
in one whole sheet. 


Known to Be u Gambler. 


Ijewiston, Me., April 19.—Joseph Kel- 


ley, suspected of murdering Cashier 
Stickney oE Somersworth, N. H., is well 
known to the sporting fraternity hete, 
where he spent a month in 1B94 and two 
months tn 1896. About the time of his 
coming a number of gold brick and 
swindling games put the police on the 
alert, and Kelley was closely watched. 
He was an expert gambler and one day 
won iJjOO in Watervllle on cards. He 
dressed well and lived expensively, bet- 
tine freely on baseball and sports.

lieved was set with the intention, of 
sweeping down the town. Two houses 
ia different parts of the town were also 
set on fire about the same time.

The fire 
department has a small band pump and 
can do little to check the flames. Most 
of the merchants had warning enough to 
save a larje part of their goods.

I cannot send exactly what you want 


this week, because Martha Frlsble is In 
greater need, and I promised to prescribe 
for her without loss of time. Her broth- 
er, Jacob, boards with her and likes thla 
Eort of a plain fish dinner, but she cannot 
make good 


CLAM CHOWDER. 


For a family of eight, chop one quart 


oi clams and split six large crackers. 
Fry two slices of salt port in an iron pot 
until slightly brown. Remove pork and 
add two or three slices of onion to the 
fat. Cut up six potatoes into dice and 
spread a layer of potatoes In the pot; 
then a layer of clams, sprinkle liberally 
with salt and pepper; add the fried pork 
chopped In small pieces and a layer of 
crackers. Repeat till all the clams are 
used. Add the clam liquor and enough 
Jp-'ater to cover. Cook until the potatoes 
are done. Just before serving add one 
pint of hot milk. 


Jacob is hard to please, hut he pays 


well for his board, so Martha does not 
wteh to lose him. He cannot help liking 
that chowder, and if she follows direc- 
tions he cannot complain about the dry- 
ness or tastelessness of 


BAKED HADDOCK. 


Wash and wipe haddock dry. 
Stuff 


with a dressing made of bread-crumbs, 
a little minced onion, chopped parsley, 
a tablespoonCul of chopped suet or but- 
tef, a beaten egg and pepper and salt. 
Sow becurely and bake in a pan contain- 
ing a little hot water. Lay strips of fat 
pork on the fish and haste often. 


It is not generally known that indiges- 


tion is caused by badly cooked potatoes, 
and that to prepare them simply and 
wholesomely Is almost an unknown art. 
I ate potatoes at Martha Frisble's once 
and I have never wondered since why 
Jacob and her husband suffered from in- 
digestion, w; ile she herself Js a chronic 
dyspeptic. Therefore, I am sending full 
directions fof preparing 


PLAIN BOILED POTATOES. 


Potatoes are often spoiled in the 


cooking. Mealy potatoes are a whole- 
some article of diet, but waxy, soggy 
potatoes cause indigestion. Soak peeled 
potatoes for fifteen minutes 
In cold 


water, then drain and pour on them 
enough bolilns water to cover. Boil 
slowly, but steadily, until easily pierced 
with a fork. Drain immediately and re- 
turn to stove to dry thoroughly. Shake 
three times up and down and twice from 
side to side, removing: lid between each 
shake. Hold for fifteen seconds before 
ovien window, and return to back of stove 
for three minutes, Cover with napkin 
or other porous cloth and serve hot* 
They will be dry and mealy. 


A simple dessert to serve with this In- 


expensive dinner Is 


RICE PUDDING. 


Wash one teacupful of rice, cover 


with boiling water for -five minutes. 
Drain, add two quarts of milk, a cup of 
sugar and a little hutmeg. Bake slowly 
for nearly two hours, stirring occasion- 
ally to prevent rice sticking to bottom of 
dish. 
Increase the heat the last hail 


hour to brown the pudding lightly. The 
addition o£ two well-beaten eggs will 
make the pudding richer, but It Is v^ry 
Rood without. 


This will be an easy prescription for 


you to compound. Polly, and everybody 
likes a fish dinner once in awhile.

SCRABPLE. 


Boil pig's liver, head and any scraps 


that cannot 
be ground into sau- 


sage, until the meat falls from the 
bones. Strain the liquor in which the 
meat was boiled and put it back on the 
stove. Separate the meat from the bones 
and chop It fine. To every pound of 
meat add one teaspoonful salt and one 
saltspoonful pepper, and to five pounds 
add one teaspoonful sage and a table- 
spoonful sweet marjoram. Return the 
seasoned meat to the liquor and stir in 
eqi-al parts of cornmeal and buckwheat 
until as thick as mush, having pre- 
viously lifted the pot off the flre. Stir 
often and keep where It will not scorch. 
Turn into pans three inches deep, and 
when cold cut In slices and fry. In a 
cool place it will keep quite awhile. 


BAKED INDIAN PUDDING. 


Boil one quart milk, salt it, and sift 


In a small cupful Indian meal; boil 10 
'minutes, remove from stove and add a 
quart of cold mflk. When cool enough 
pour in two well-beaten eggs, one large 
cup of sugar and one cupful raisins. 
Beat thoroughly; put in well-greased 
pudding dish, put a lump of butter on 
top and bake throe hours. When brown 
put more butter on top, sift white sugar 
o\er It, and serve hot. 


COAL FIRES. 


People in the city seldom use wood 


(ires, excepting- perhaps in summer, and 
even then it is not best to make wood 
flies in coal ranges. But although ac- 
customed to use coal freely, only a small 
minority use it properly. The Scientific 
American says that a good bright fire 
may be maintained with coa! with less 
trouble than with any other kind of 
fuel. But this cannot be accomplished 
by raking, poking and piling in fresh 
fuel continually. 


Clear the fire of ashes, and fill the grate 


fairly full of fresh coal, turn up the oven 
damper, and leave the small top door 
open move or less, according to the de- 
gree of heat required. This allows air 
to enter over the top of the flre and, 
maintains a far better combustion, thus 
affording greater heat. Such heavy 
\vork as washing and ironing can be 
done with one third less coal than by 
the ordinary method. 


Sift all ashes carefully, for more coal 


IB wasted out of each ton by carelessness 
than would cook all the meals of a family 
for a week. Half-burned coal is more 
•atlsfactory for boiling and other cook- 


ing requiring Intense heat, than green 
coal. Throw out all slate and useless 
cinders and you will find that from 
equal quantities of fresh coal and cin- 
ders you will get more satisfactory 
results from the cinders. Save them, 
•sak them In water and experiment for 
yourself. Damp cinders on a hot flre 
will make It still hotter and will keep the 
heat right longer than fresh coal. Never 
allow them to be wasted. It is economy 
not stinginess which leads to the saving 
of cinders. 


WAFER FISCUIT. 


(Mrs. Lincoln.) 


One-half teaspoonful salt; one pint 


sifted flour; one tablespoonful Cottolene; 
one white of ogg; milk. 
Mix salt with the flour; rub in the short- 
ening, add the beaten white of egg, and 
mix enough to make a very stiff dough. 
Knead until smooth, then beat with the 
rolling-pin for half an hour. Break off a 
little piece of the dough at a time, and 
roll it out as thin as paper. Cut it into 
large rounds*. Prick in several places 
with a small wooden skewer and bake 
quickly without burning. 


BREAKFAST SAUSAGE. 


Cover a thick layer of sausage meat 


v, ith t\\ o or three times as much mashed 
potato. Beat ess Ilfrht in a little cream 
or rich milk, spread <>n the top, and bake 
half an hour in a moderate oven. 


BROILED CHICKEN. 


Only very young, tender chickens can 


be broiled successfully. Get the butcher 
to clean and split it down the back. 
Wash thoroughly and wipe dry. Lay 
on hot gridiron over hot coals, with bone 
side near the flre. Cover it, but baste 
often with melted butter. When two- 
thirds cooked, turn it over and brown 
nicely, taking care not to scorch it. 
Season with salt, pepper and melted but- 
ter and garnish with parsley. 


SNOW BALLS. 


(Eliza R. Parker Bedford, Ky.) 


Mix one cup of thick cream and one 


cup of sugar together, with the beaten 
whites of five eggs, two teaspoonfuls of 
Cleveland's baking powder and flour 
enough to m\ke a batter. Bake in small 
buttered cups. 


CREAM DOCTGHNUTS. 


Beat well one cupful sugar and two 


egss, add one cupful sour cream and one 
teaspoonful soda, one teaspoonful salt, 
any spice desired,preCerauiy cinnamon or 
nutmeg, and flour enough to roll out. 
Cut In circles and drop into boiling lard. 


HICKORY NUT CAKE. 


Cream omi cupful sugar and two- 


thirds cupful buttttr, add three eggs 
beaten light, one cupful milk, three cup- 
fuls flour, two t'caspoonfuls baking 
.powder and one cupful nut kernels 
chopped. Beat well and bake carefully. 


CHOCOLATE CREAMS. 


Put two cups white -sug-ar and one- 


third cupful water m saucepan and boil 
three minutes, stirring constantly; add 
half a cupful cornstarch. flavor with 
lemon and work quickly into little cones. 
Dip them' Into a quarter-pound of 
melted chocolate, and lay on a plate to 
burden. Flavor with Metcalf's Water 
White Vanilla.

Mr. Murphy has a manner of speech en- 


tirely his own; his illustrations are his 
own; his stories are taken from his own 
experiences, for he was once a slave to 
the habit of strong drink; he does not 
draw vivid pictures of a humble home 
where only misery and want exist be- 
cause oi the curse of liquor which haa 
rooted its fangs m the husband and 
lather. He dwells not so much ou the 
evils of imtemperaiice as he does on the 
blessings of temperance, for he believed 
that with the proper entertainment as 
home, with the surroundings agreeable; 
with the hand that directs the life of the 
young man steady and uplifting more 
blessed results will follow and surely and 
lastingly will the country be freed from 
the tearful plague. 


The service was opened by the singing 


of an an them by .the Methodist choir 
which was followed by the reading of 
scripture by Kev. Dr. G. W. Brown and a 
prayer by Rev. W. L. Tenney. The audi- 
ence sang "AU Hail the Power of Jesus' 
Name." Mr. Brown introduced Mr. Mur- 
phy and in so doins said it was one of the 
most pleasing duties he had ever been 
asked to perform. Mr. Murphy first ex- 
pressed his gladness at being in thie city 
and called upon the people for co-opera- 
tion and their prayers in the grand un- 
dertaking. In speaking of the work of 
the church and the many duties of its 
ministers he declared there was no hypoc- 
risy in the chnrch of God. Since he liad 
begun his efforts in behalf of temperance 
he had discovered that the chnrch was 
the only agent that could be found in 
the back alleys and wherever a helping 
hand and voice of encouragement wa 
needed.

non-sectarian and God-loving. He declared 
he most promising method to be pursued 
n the hopes of-closing «p the saloon was 
or each man to close up the saloon he- 
ween his nose and chin; to provide for 
•oung men as much entertainment at 
mine as was offered in the saloons; to 
have every private wine cellar in the city 
dispensed with; to appeal to the young 
man's self respect and sense of justice; to 
be ever ready to extend the hand of good 
fellowship and to help to lifttne burden 
of others.
